Mr. Marshall nailed the Opposition 
to the statement that : sy have been 
endeavoring to get tic ountry to be- 
lieve on the question ¢ natural re- 
sources; he stated at prominent 

speakers on their side nad stated both 
in Alberts and in the neighboring 
province of Saskatchewan that if the 
people wanted their natural resources 
they must vote Conservative and that 
they will not get them so long as Lib- 
eral governments are in power in 
these provinces.

While driving on Jasper avenue 
east yesterday afternoon at 5.45, Gil- 
bert Murray, aged an employee 
of the Bituimhic and Contracting Co., 
residing at 356 First avenue N.W., on 
the South Side, was instantly killed 
by being knocked from his waggon 
when hit by street car No, 19 at the 
corner of Jasper and Howard avenues. 
'The waggon of the dead man was 
crushed between the front of the car 
and the electric light post which is 
situated in the centre of the street 
at this point, The accident occurréd 
when the streets were thronged with 
people and a crowd quickly gathered. 
The man apparently fell, striking his 
head on the front of the car and from 
there falling to the pavement, The 
entire top of the skull was taken off 
in the fall and life was pronounced 
extinct when Dr. Braithwaite, coron- 
er, arrived. 

Many people witnessed the tragedy, 
but few are able to state exactly how 
it occurred, The car was close against 
the waggon which was jammed 
against the post and it had apparent- 
ly struck the waggon in the middle, 
forcing it up to the post.

Plentitude. of Grain Will Not 
Lower Price Thinks British

Canada farmers can look for a very 
good price tor their wheat this year 
in spite of the general plentitude of

Payne states, is a general report ol 
g00d crops in Argentine. The harvest 
in the southern republic does not come 
in until December but reports of a 
reasonably assured good crop would 
send the Canadian prices down.

Dead Man Careful Driver. 

W. E, Jenkins, the superintendent 
of the paving company, testified that 
the deceased so far as he knew was 
a careful driver and that he had been 
in the employ of the company for the 
past seven years, He knew the city 
bylaws and he did not think would 
disregard them by driving on the 
south side of the street when going 
west. The man, he said, should have 
delivered his last load at that time 
at, 24th street and would in all preb- 
abillty be proceeding east on Jasper

Dr. Braithwaite felt sure that there 
must be some more eye witnesses to 
the accident who could give further 
evidence on the case and adjourned 
the Inquest till Thursday morning at 
ten o'clock, instructing the police to 
find others who would be in a position 
to throw some light on the affair.

A. & G. W. Construction Must 


Be Started by End of Year 


Bill Embodying Solution of ri & G W. Ditfliculty to Be Laid on 
Table in Legislature This Afternoon—Line Must Be Complet- 
ed Within Two Years—Banks Holding Money Authorized to 


Release Same by Order-in-C ouncil. 


The act embodying the government's solution of the Alberta 
und Great Waterways difficulty was laia on the table in the Leg- 
islature by Premier Sifton this afternoon, It is ealled ‘‘An aet 
respecting the Alberta and Great Waterways Railway Company.’ 

The first clause of the act repeals the act passed in 1910 by 
which the funds of the A. and G, W, in the banks were declared 
to form part of the general revenue fund of the province. It then 
ratifies and confirms the provincial guarantee of the bond issue 
amounting to $7,400,000 and autborizes the provineial treasurer to 
issue and deliver the bonds as soon as the same shall nave been 
certified by a trustee,'in exchange for the single interim bond of 

7,400,000 heretofore issued. 
Province Will Get Interest, 


The banks holding the money are authorized to pay over the 
money to suco other banks as direeted by order-in-council. The 
provincial treasurer is empowered to execute on behalf of the 
provinee an agreement indemnifying any bank from whieh the 
moneys are transferred against claims of bondholders, 

Upon the act coming into foree the provinee will be entitled 
to reeeive from the Alberta and Great Waterways Company the 
interest on the proceeds of the bond issue up to July 31, 1913, and 
upon sueh amount being received all defaults of the railway will 
be waived and annulled, 

It also provides for an amendment to the A, and G. W. char- 
ter providing that the work shall be commenced on or before the 
ist of December, 1913, and be finished within two years of that 
date. The act is to come into force on the proelamation of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in council, 

Will Be Moved Today

Eradicating Weeds, 

On the question of weed eradica- 
tion, Mr. Marshall said that a great 
deal had been accomplished through 
the campaign that had been instituted 
and carried on during the paet 
few years. The difficulties with which 
the Government had to contend arose 
largely through deserted lands. On 
these unused farms weeds grew up, 
and blew over the prairie, and the re- 
sult wag often very disastrous. 

Rural Municipalities Help. 
The Veriovs rural municipaliiies hid 


Shortly after becoming premier, Dr. 
Rutherford went to Ottawa and dis- 
cussed the matter of the natural re- 
scurces with Sir Wilfrid Laurier. The 
hext step was taken by the present 
premier, who had negotiated with Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier soon after coming into 
office. Then had come the first reso- 
lution in the Legislature, the reso- 
lution moved by Bramley Moore, and 
the amendment to that 
which had been carried. The amend- 
ment was moved, not by the Leader 
of the Opposition, or by any member 
of the Opposition, but by the honor- 
able member for Camrose, and was 
seconded by the member for Sedge- 
wick.

IN SUPREME COURT. 

In the Supreme Court en banc 
yesterday afternoon, argument on be- 
half of appellant was heard in the 
case of Emma J. MacKay vs. Richard 
Secord, an appeal by the plaintiff 
against the decision of Mr, Justice 
Simmons, given in the Supreme Court 
at Edmonton, 

The action was brought by the 
plaintiff to recover damages from the 
detendant for the wrongtul conver- 
sion of a certain certificate of scrip in 
respect of 240 acres of land. From 
the evidence of the plaintiff given in 
the trail of the action it appeared that 
when she was about 18 years of age 
she got half breed scrip, and turned 
the document over to her father. Her 
father on receiving it sold it to de- 
fendant for $190. This fact was told 
to plaintiff, Later she was married 
and her husband demanded the cer- 
tifieate from defendant, who said that 
he had not got it, and it is then that 
the conversion was alleged to have 
taken place, 

The trial judge found for the de- 
fendant, and plaintiff appealed. 

J. D, McKinnon for appellant ar- 
sued that the conversion must he heid 
to have taken place at the time of the 
demand and refusal to deliver posses- 
sion. Up to that time plaintiff was 
entided to assume that defendant held 
the document for her, No denial had 
been made in the pleadings of plain- 
tift’s right to possession, 

Without calling on Frank Ford, K. 
‘, who appeared for the respondent, 
the bench, after deliberation, decided 
that if any conversion had been made 
at all, it had taken place when the 
document was first received, and not 
at the time set out in the pleadings. 
The appeal was therefore dismissed 
with costs.
